?fot storing Silver.' 

Washington, May 18.— Mr. Leech, 
the director of the mint, in an interview 
with a representative of The United 
Pi'ess, about l^e pabliahed report that 
there wait a corner in silver in tliis coun- 
try, and that in consequence he was 
hu>'iiig silver bullion abroad, said: "I 
see that I am quoted as saying that the 
government was bujring bullion in Lon- 
don aud storing it in the assay office at 
New York, and that it is also storing sil- 
ver in the west and issuing certiitcates. 
The coiTesuonpent evidently misunder- 
stood me. What I did say was that sil- 
ver was being bought in London and 
shipped to thia country and deiKMiited at 
the assay oildce at New York for fine 
bars whicii were being stored by private 
parties. The govermuent has bought no 
silver in London, nor has it stored any 
silver in the west It is not storing any 
silver at all, and of course is not issuing 
certificates on silver bullion, as there is 
no law authoriting such issue. I did 
say that but little KUver is being offered 
the government tot sale, and uat at a 
price cousiderablv above the market 
price, aud above the price at which cer- 
tificates on bullion deposited in the 
Western National bank are being sold 
in -New- York. In regurd to • oonior in 
silver, I said that I cm not know any- 
thing about it." 

Puaeu Indian* in WuHhlnKtmi. 

Washinutox, May lU. — Several mem- 
bers of the Ponca tribe of Indians in the 
Iiiilian Territory had a brief inter\iew 
with Secretary Noble yesterday. They 
came here without asking permission of 
the department, to urge the secretary 
ui >t to insist uiKin enforcing the recent 
ojiler directing cattlemen to remove 
their herd.- from the territory on or be- 
fore the 1st of October next. The In- 
dians biu>ed their plea upon the los<i of 
revenue which tlwy WOUld suiter when 
their- hinds were no longei- leased for 
grazhig purpose*. The secretary, how- 
ever, gave them no comfort. On the 
contrary he vigorouslv denounced the 
(x-cuimtiou of the lands to outsiders as 
without the sanction of law and unjust 
to the fanners of the country, who were 
obliged to compete with uiitax<Ml cattle 
grazed on untaxed lands. He ordered the 
liuliHiis to return at once to their h> uues 
and told them that the policy of the 
g' ivenuueut in regard to Uie occupation 
uy cat^emen of Indian laud would be 
rigidly carried out.

MURDER MYSTERY CLEARED. 

Ilylni; Wniiiiiii ( 'onlVn^ei*, Iiiiplicat Iiik Ilec 
>iiii>> ill till' .^liirderof Tliuir Fiitlifi-. 

MAKriNsviLi.E, Ind., May 13.— On the 
night of .Tan. -Jsi. 1^79, Joseph W. Brown, 
a iiromiaeut fjirmer, living in Green 
tfiwnship, this county, was murdered in 
his bed room. Tho ciime coming so 
clo^ e upon tho finding of the mutilated 
remains of John Ratcliff only a short 
distance from the tragedy, caused in- 
tense excitement. 

The grand jury of Morg^aa county be- 
ing in session at that time, an investiga- 
tion resulted in fastening- we crime upon 
Mrs. Loti Parrott, Buck Brown, a son 
and daughter of the murdered man, and 
Joseph (ri eer, a Kon-in-law. The sup- 
posed guilty parties were arrested and 
placed on triiu. The jury trying the case 
failed to agree upon a verdict. 

The defendants then demanded^ a sep> 
arate trial, and the case was venMea to 
Hendricks county. There Buck Brown 
was found guilty of manslaughter and 
sentenced to two years in the state's 
prison, Mrs. Parrott and Joseph Greer 
took their cajse to Owen county, and S 
trial resulted in their acquittal. 

The feeling against the parties was so 
intense tliat they, with thevv-idow of th« 
murdered man, sold their posso.s.sions 
andnipved away to distant i)art^ of the 
country. Tlie widow moved to Howard 
county near Kokomo, where she resided 
up to the time of her death, a few dayi 
ago. 

Since the death of Mrs. Brown, a 
daughter who was present at iier dying 
bed, has stated to several dift'eiont per- 
sons that her mother had cuu''ebsed to 
the murder of her husband, and impli* 
cated her boys. Jim and Buck. Sh« 
also states that her mother told hor that 
the weapon used was a m< mkey-wrench. 

After her husband hiul dropped off to 
sleep she crept from his side, gathered 
11]) her we iiKin and struck the liueband 
in the temple, stunning him. He soon 
rallied, and leaping from the beil jerked 
the reach froiu her grasp aud struck her 
a glancing lick on the right side of ths 

face. 

At this juncture she statet that the 
two boys riLshed in and killed their 
father. Thus has lieeii cleared up a deep 
mystery, ami verities the stateiiieiUs of 
many iiersons at the tim-- of thw mtir Jer 
that Jlrs. Browu knew more of the 
crime than she had testified to.

Campbellton, N. B., May 18.— Yes- 
terday morning No. 44 train, on enter* 
ing Morrissey Rock tunnel, near here, 
struck ten tuns of rock which had fallen 
from the top of the tunnel. The train 
had two engines. The first tender was 
thrown Completely over its engine; the 
rear engine ran into the leading eiiglue 
tearing out the right side of the latter. 
Fireman Angus Gorhara was instuutly 
killed, and Driver Jacob McNutt seri- 
ously, though not dangerously hurt. 
The men iu tho second en nine w&re un* 
injured.

The association now has 622 members, 
an increase of 38 in the paat year.

steadily. 

Eleven years a((0 the associati m was 
organiaed by the farmera of this county. 
The object waa to insure the residei.ces, 
barns and other buildings of the mem- 
bers, from lose by fire, HghtninK and 
wind. Tiiehusinaaa is cotidui-tH>l on the 
assessment plan, each member having 
to pay according to the amount of insu- 
rance be carries, when a loss occurs. 

Daring the eleven years since the asso- 
ciation was organized, Beventt-en assess- 

meiitsbave been made, amounting in all 
to $2 96 on the $100, an average of about 
27 cents a year on ;the $100— at)'>ut one- 
seventh of wiiat it costs in the foreign or 
"old line " companies. The Secretary 
estimates that the association has saved 
its members $120,000 in eleven years. 

Last year's business of the association 
shews that only two aaaeaaments were 
made— one for 20 cents on the $100 and | 
the other for 10 cents on the $100.
